Old Buildings on the Site Will Be 
Torn Down. 


MARBLE OR GRANITE TO BE USED 


Only Georgia Stone and Material Will 
Go Into the Handsome New Edi- 
fice for County Offices.

The initial step toward the building of 
the new Fulton county courthouse annex 
will be taken Monday morning, when the 
old brick buildings that have stood on 
the site of the new structure will be 
razed to enable the workmen to commence 
the excavations. 

The older of the two buildings was 
formerly occupied by Price & Thomas as 
a carpenter shop, but is now used as a 


storehouse by the firm, which occupies the | 


brick building fronting on South Pryor 
Street, which will also have to come 
down to make way for the annex. 

Price & Thomas were notified several 
months ago, in accordance with the con- 


tract they held with the county, and will | 
begin to move out at once. The two | 
buildings will be vacated before Monday, | 
and early on the morning of the 4th the | 


work of tearing them. down will begin. 


The city scales are alao to be moved at | 


once from the courthouse lot. 


It is expected that on Tuesday morning | 


the first shovel of dirt will be turned 


for the excavations for the large base- | 
ment of the new courthouse annex, which 
will occupy the entire lot immediately | 
south of the present courthouse building. | 


The work will be done under the supervi- 


sion of Messrs. Gude & Walker, the con- | 
tractors who thave the the contract for 


erecting the new building. 


A number of teams and scrapes will be | 
put to work as soon as the lot is cleared, | 


and the work of excavating for the found- 


ations and basement of the annex will be.) 
pushed forward as rapidly as the wé@ath- | 


er will permit. The new courthouse an- 


nex is to be completed within twelve | 
months after the work starts, and in| 
consequence, no time will be lost in mak- | 


ing headway with the structure.

Although the work will begin under a 
contract calling for the use of oolitic lime- 


stone in the construction of the building, | 
it is certain that either Georgia marble | 
or granite will be the material used, The | 


board of county commissioners of Fulton 


county are determined that the new an- | 


nex shall be, not only one of the hand- 


somest buildings in the country, but a | 


credit to the county and state. 


When the matter of building a new 
courthouse was first discussed it was be- | 


lieved that the only material to be used 
would be Georgia stone. and marble or 
granite was determined upon. The com- 
missioners are now considering plans 
whereby either one or the other -of these 
stones can be used in the construction of 


the annex, and it is now practically set- | 
tled that the edifice will be one which | 
will be a standing and lasting advertise- | 


ment of the state’s resources.
